The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this 
action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 2-10, 12-24 and 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) 
as being anticipated by GB 751,060. GB 751,060 shows a globe valve 
having a body 1, an eccentric cage 6 having rounded cross members 18 
and bevelled faces 18, either of which read on the recitations of "angled". 
GB 751 ,060 includes a plug 7 for closing the valve and has a chamber 
between the body and cage which is narrower opposite the outlet. The 
portion of the cage 6 opposite the outlet in Figure 5, for example, is read 
as triangular. 

Applicant's remarks have been fully considered but are not deemed 
to be persuasive. Applicant apparently argues that the GB 751 ,060 ports 
are not angled and not straight through. The specification gives no special 
meaning to these terms, merely saying they "can be angled differently 
with respect to the radius of the throttling body". The cross section of the 
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cage of GB 751 ,060 shown in Figure 5 shows the port wall disposed 
differently than a radius of the cage which can reasonably be described 
as "angled". The ports of GB 751 ,060 can also reasonably be described 
as "straight through" under the common meaning of the words since the 
flow goes directly from one side of the cage to the other. It should be 
noted that nothing in the claims requires the side walls of the ports to be 
flat. 

It should also be noted that the entire disclosure of GB 751,060 is 
directed to reducing resistance to through flow by guiding the flow 
smoothly, which is the same as the instant device.
